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Dominican Republic : The governing triumvirate 
appears to have won a victory in its campaign to assert 
civilian authority over the armed forces. 

In a meeting with principal military leaders on 25 
January, the regime replaced Air Force Chief of Staff 
Brigadier General Miguel Atila Luna and Army Chief 
of Staff Brigadier General Renato Hungria Morell with 
men acceptable to their respective services. This 
move came on the heels of a stormy meeting of US mil- 
itary attaches and leading Dominican military officers. 

At this meeting Luna and Brigadier General Elias 
Wessin y Wessin, leaders of the September overthrow 
of the Bosch government, threatened to replace the 
civilian triumvirate with a military junta. They charged 
that the government was "soft on communism"- -a smoke- 
screen for their own reluctance to accept changes in mil- 
itary personnel and privileges. 

Wessin, a ruthless soldier who controls the coun- 
try's tank force, was conspicuously absent from the 25 
January meeting although he apparently acquiesced in 
the replacement of Luna and Hungria, who had been 
slated for removal on 1 February. 

While the immediate crisis appears to have passed,
